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Promotion - 
relegation 
talks sought 


By LAURIE SCHWAB 


The Victorian Metropolitan Leagues is 
seeking talks aimed partly at changing the 


State League promotion-relegation system. 

tt has written to the president of the VSF, the vice-presidents, 
the chairman of the board and the delegates to the State 
League management committee. 

it seeks an early meeting, controlled by an independent 
chairman, possibly the president of the VSF. 

‘Other matters to be discussed include voting rights at annual 
meetings, the chairman's vote and the constitution of the 
VSF board. 

The Metropolitan League has long been pushing to have two 
teams promoted to the State League instead of one. 

It has also been seeking to change the voting structure whereby 
every State League club has four votes, whereas 
Metropolitan League clubs have one vote each at VSF an- 
nual meetings. 

The meeting suggested by the Metro League is long overdue. It 
presents the opportunity to discuss all areas of grievance in 
surroundings that are much more amicable than the annual 
meeting. 

A good solution to the promotion dilemma has been put forward 
by, among others, the president of Green Guilty Ajax, Guy 
Spiteri. 

He suggests the State League be increased to 14 clubs, and 
then closed for a period of two or three years, to allow those 
clubs to establish themselves. 

After the closed period, promotion and relegation would 
resume, On a two up, two down basis. 

This should be acceptable to everyone. Clubs would be 
promoted throughout the ranks to fill the vacancies created 
by two clubs moving up to State League. 

Alternatively, says Spiteri, the extra two State League clubs 
could be provided by country areas. 

They could be representative teams from those areas, and the 
players comprising those teams could be free to play for his 
own clubs in their own country leagues, as well as for the 
representative team in the State League. 

This suggestion has much merit. Other VSF officials have tong 
been saying that the State League should be just that — a 
league representative of Victoria, not only of Melbourne.

1977 was a season of extremes for Harry Williams. 


One moment he was playing against giants Red Star, Celtic and 
Arsenal in the World of Soccer tournament as Australia held its own 
with the cream of European soccer. 





Why gid Australia fail in the 
World Cup after playing so 
well itn World of Soccer 
series? The 26-year-old St. 
George and Australia full- 
back can’t pinpoint the 
answer. 

“The team seemed to 
freeze In the World Cup 
games,” said Harry.

“Soccer is a team game,” 
he said, “and it is wrong to 
blame one player for a 
defeat. 

“t felt sory for Jimmy 
Shoulder,” continues Harry, 
“because once the team is on 
the park there is nothing a 
coach can do. It’s up to the 
players. However, Jimmy got 
a lot of the blame.” 

Williams was first selected 
in an Australian squad in 1970 
when he was 19. Before his 
selection he had played only

first team. 
“Everything happened so 


quickly,” he said. “I thought 


was doing well getting Into 
the St. George team, then 
Rale Rasic calied me up for 
the Asian tour squad. | was 
stunned!” 

Harry didn't play ariy major 
games on that tour, but Rasic 
must have seen that Williams 
had the potential to be a great 
player. 


Harry made his big-game 
debut four years later against 
Indonesia in a trial game on 
the way to the World Cup 
finals in West Germany. 


Willlams went on to play In 
the finals for Australia 
against Chile, coming on as a 
substitute for Col Curran 20 
minutes from the end. 


Harry will be 30 when the 
1982 finals come along. 


“T'll still be playing in 82,” 
he said, “but only time will tell 
if I'm still in the national 
team. 


“I'm not thinking that far 
ahead,” he continues. “My 
aim now is to help St. George 
up the table. We have a very 
young team, and as one of the 
older players I'll have to guide 
the youngsters.”

The history of Essendon-Croatia Is one of 
the most confusing on record. 

‘In telling it, we must also tell the story of 
Ukranian Soccer Club (USC) Lions and of 
Hajduk, Preston, Croat and former State 


3 League club Croatia. 


Ne It all started with the old Croatia club 
=<“ which was formed back in 1953 and played 
for two years in the Provisional League. 


In 1955 Croatia finished se- 
cond to Brunswick in the old 
Metropolitan South division. 
Other teams in the division 
were Yarra Park, Port 
Melbourne, St. Albans and 
Rosebud. 

The same year, Lions 
finished second in 
Metropolitan North. Coburg 
and Lions both had 26 points, 
but Coburg won the cham- 
pionship on goal average. 
Others in the division were 


Fairfield, University, 
Bayswater, UYOD and 
Heidelberg. 


In 1956, we start the story 
of the Hajduk club, which

whose secretary was Dr. J. 
Sartory- 

Croatia, incidentally, 
played at Yarra Park No. 4 
oval, and Lions at Yarra Park 
No. 13. 

Anyway, in 1956, Hajduk 
won the Metropolitan North 
champlonship, with Lions 
again finishing second on 
goal average. 

In the South, Croatia 
managed only fourth place 
behind Yarra Park, Rosebud 
and Victoria Police. What's 
more, Croatia lost 1-15 to 
Moreland in the second round 
of the Dockerty Cup. 

And so, of the three clubs, 
Hajduk was the most succes- 
sful, gaining promotion to the 
Third Division where it 
finished fourth in 41957, 
behind Yarra -Park, 
Dandenong and Coburg. 

As for Croatia and Lions, 
they both managed to 
become runners-up in their 
respective leagues — Croatia 
finishing second to 
Melbourne in Metropolitan 
South and Lions being pipped 
by ICI in the North. 

Leading officials of this 
period were J. Radojevic, |. 


Mrkogaca, T. Durakovic, B.

Pasevic and S$. Kratofil of 
Croatia, and V. Wirt, W. 
Macohan and J. Boluch of 
Lions. 

Moving on, we find both 
Croatia and Lions in Second 
Division North in the year 
1958. 

Croatia had now moved to 
North Geelong, where it 
played at Ground No. 2, In 
Separation Street. 

Final league standings at 
the end of the season were: 
Corio 32 pts., Croatia 31, 
Fiorentina 29, Lions 27, 
University 20, Willlamstown 
13, Heidelberg 12, St. Albans 
9, Fairfield 7, Commonwealth 
Fertiliser 2. 

Croatia’s biggest wins that 
year were 13-1 v William- 
stown and 12-1 v St. Albans. 

Lions’ biggest wins were 
12-1 v Fairfield and 6-0 v St. 
Albans. 

Hajduk, meanwhile, 
finished seventh in a higher 
league, First Division North, 
where the championship was 
won by Footscray Capri. 

That was the end of Ha- 
jduk, for in 1959, it agreed to 
amalgamate with Lions. 

The new club was Called 
Lions-Hajduk for only one 
season, and after that it

Lions stepped up onto First 
Division North along with 
Croatia, which had got there 
the normal way, by winning 
promotion. 

For the start of that season 
(1959) Croatia was once 
again on a new ground — 
Corio Oval at Eastern Park, 
Geslong. Lions stayed put at 
Yarra Park. 

Croatia's coaches were J- 
Karamatic and |. Martinac 
while new names on the Lions 
committee Included secretary 
S$. Horlaczko, treasurer O. 
Kucil and VSF delegate I. 
Senisin. 

Final table for 1959 was: 
Preston 31, Croatia 30, Lions- 
Hajduk 26, Sunshine 19, 
Sicilia 17, Maccabi 16, Corio 
15, Coburg 14, Hellenic 12, 
Brunswick 0. 

Croatia also had a good run 
in the Dockerty Cup, beatiing 
Fairfield 10-0, Maccabi 1-0, 
Sandringham 2-0 and South 
Melbourne 3-1 before 
crashing 4-12 to Wilhelmina. 

At the end of the 1959 
season, Croatia was sitting at 
the top of the table, set for 
promotion to the State 
League. 

However, there had been a 
long dispute over a Preston v 
Brunswick game, which had 
finished in a 1-1 draw. 

A few weeks after the 
season, the VSF ruled that 
Brunswick had used an in- 
eligible player in that match, 
and so awarded both points 
to Preston; which put that 
club above Croatia.

Nine players also switched 
from Croatia to Preston. They 
included Dukie, Hor- 
vath, Gregovic, Tanjon! and 
Siivar. 

A reorganisation of leagues 
resulted in Croatia playing In 
First Division North and Lions 
in Second Division North In 
the 1960 season. 

Croatia was overshadowed 
by Lions that year, finishing 
fifth to South Melbourne 
Hellas, Moonee Ponds, Corio 
and Fiorentina white Lions 
won both the senlor and 
reserve championships In Se- 
cond Division North. 

Lions won the senior title 
with 34 points, from runner- 
up Collingwood which had 32 
points. Third was Noria#e 
Olympia with 23 and fourth St 
Albans with 19. 

Lions’ biggest wins that 
season were 17-1 v 
Heidelberg, 11-1 v Essendon, 
10-0 v Seymour and 9-0 v

Croatia also won the State 
League reserves cham- 
pionship, on goal average 
from Wilhelmina and Hellas.

Croatia started the 1972 
season by again winning the 
Ampol Cup, but this was to 
be the last year of the club's 
existence! 

Everything went smoothly 
until there was a crowd distur- 
bance during a match against 
Hakoah at Olympic Park near 
the end of the season. 

As a result, the VSF 
decided th expel Croatia 
from the federation. 

Croatia fought the decision 
through legal channels but to 
no avail. 

The team had collected 19 
points during the season, 
which would have put it into 
seventh place, but instead, it 
was expelled. 

Lions, meanwhile, 
struggled in the First Division, 
finishimg third last, while 
Slavia won the championship 
to be promoted back to State 
League. 

Lions’ officials that year in- 
cluded §, Hnativ and Y¥.

Croatia, of course, lost Its 
players. Vojtek went to 
Croatia Sydney, Mackay to 
Hakoah-Sydney, Mcintyre to 
Hellas, Kondarlos, Turicar 
and Hadlavdic to Ketlor- 
Austria. 

Although they no longer 
had a soccer team, the 
Croatia officials continued to 
have weekly meetings every 
Tuesday, as well as picnics 
and other social functions, 
walting for an opportunity to 
get back into soccer.

Quite clearly, much of the 
enthusiasm had ieft Lions and 
the effect was seen in the per- 
formance of the team, which 
finished ninth in the First Divi- 
sion in 1973, the year 
Mooroolbark won promotion. 

In July 1974, Tony Vrzina, 
who had coached Croatia in 
1971 and 1972, became 
coach of Lions.

Last June, the Mexicans 
had a sensational 2-2 draw 
with West Germany at home, 
after leading 2-0. 

tsiordia and De Ja Torre 
scored the goals before two 
by Klaus Fischer saved face 
for the German team which 
featured all the big stars — 
Maier, Vogts, Bonhof, Folhe, 
Abramczik and the others. 

Earlier in the year, Mexico 
had stunned the world by 
beating Yugoslavia 5-1! The 
Yugoslav team, although only 
an experimental second- 
string combination, was still a 
strong one, comprising stars 
like Bajevic, Hadziabdic, 
Katainik and Rajkovic. 

Mexico's goals in that game 
were scored by Chavez, isior- 
dia, Jimenez, and Vasquez, 
the other being an own goal 
by Jelenivic. 

Another major success was: 
Mexico's 1-1 draw with 
Hungary. !t also drew 1-1 with 
South American Cup winner 
Atletico Mineiro of Brazil. 

Mexico may have cut It fine 
in winning its preliminary 
qualifying group against 
Canada and the USA only on 
goal average, but in the final 
qualifying series, held in Mex- 
ico, the home team won all 
five games for a goal average 
of 20:5. 

Opponents in the final 
series were Haiti, which 
played in the World Cup in 
West Germany, Canada, El 
Salvador, Guatemala and 
Surinam. 

Some of Mexico’s best 
achievements in past World 
Cup finals:have been: beating 
Czechoslovakia in Chile in 
1962, and beating Belgium 1- 
0 to reach the quarter-finals 
of the 1970 tournament which 
was, of course, held in Mex- 
ico.

Mexico’s most recent suc- 
cesses have come with the 
appointment of a new 
manager, Jose Antonio Roca, 
the former international who 
played in the 1950 World Cup 
in Brazil. 

Roca, who has coached FC 
America and his present club 
Atletica Espanol, replaced 
Mexico's. former manager 
Ignacio Trellez who was in 
charge during the preliminary 
tournament during which it 
drew 0-0 with USA in Los 
Angeles and 0-0 with Canada 
in Toluca. 


Those results were clearly 
not good enough. 

After having appeared in 
every World Cup final tourna- 
ment since 1950, the Mex- 
icans suffered a humiliating 
set-back In the 1973 qualify- 
ing rounds, during which they 
lost 0-4 to Trinidad, thus giv- 
ing rival Haiti a berth in the 
finals. 

But the Mexican Football 
Federation was determined to 
get its team back among the 
elite, so it advanced about 
$170,000 to prepare its team 
and to stage the final CON- 
CACAF play-offs. 

This determination has 
paid off, if we are to belleve 
the words of former German 
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international Sepp Piontek, 
now national coach of Haiti. 
Piontek says: “Mexico 
plays modern and dynamic 
football which will surprise 
many teams In Argentina.” 


Coach Roca follows the 
traditional Mexican pattern of 
play: zonal defence, 
rallberats build-up and short 

passing. 


He explains: “We Mexicans 
must play the way which suits 
our temperament. We can't 
copy other systems, like for 
instance the ‘total football’ of 
Holland, but must fit the 
methods to our mentality. 
Otherwise we shall be running 
around like a Pekinese in a 
greyhound race." 


Mexico’s new star Is 20- 
year-old Victor Rangel. In a 
qualifying match against 
Halti, the Haitians were more 
than holding their own until 
Range! came on for Alfredo 
Jimenez. The young striker 
justified his selection by 
quickly scoring a hat-trick! 


Rangel scored a total of six 
goals in the tournament. 
However, he would be. even 
more effective were he to 
have the support of Horaclo 
Lopez Salgado, the feared 
goalscorer who unfortunately 
will probably not be present in 
Argentina. 

Salgado had a car accident 
caused by drunkenness and 
so the Mexican Federation 
dismissed. him from the 
national squad.
